that he needs treatment. If 
your son straps dynamite to 
his chest to go get groceries, 
there is a good chance that 
he isn’t actually going to get 
goat milk, but rather is going 
to kill himself.” 

However, some young Pal¬ 
estinians resent what they 
see as Mahnkee's attempts to 
run their lives. “He doesn’t 
understand us,” said goth Pal¬ 
estinian Ahmed Iyad. “Just 
because we like to wear black 
and listen to our Cure records 
all day it doesn’t mean we’re 
suicidal. And sometimes 
wearing dynamite is a form of 
self-expression, like Judd Nelson in Break¬ 
fast Club.”

A recent spike in explosive sui¬ 
cides has Palestinian suicide 
prevention organizations asking 
themselves what they’ve done 
wrong. 

“We have several outreach pro¬ 
grams for those in need,” said 
Abibi Mahnkee, director of You 
Don’t Need to Go to Heaven for 
Virgins, “but people are slow to 
recognize the symptoms. By the 
time they get to us, they are usu¬ 
ally beyond our help, blown into 
itsy-bitsy pieces all over Israel.” 

Mahnkee suggests that an 
astronomically high rate of 
untreated depression is the cause 
of the suicides and denies sugges¬ 
tions that “being in Israel causes Arabs to 
spontaneously explode.” 

“Mostly, we need friends and family to be 
watchful for the signs of depression,” said 


Mahnkee. “If your son is losing interest 
in hating America and Israel, if he gives 
away his AK-47, or if he frequently talks 
about blowing himself up, these are signs

The Osbournes, whose 
MTV reality television 
show has returned former 
Black Sabbath rocker Ozzy 
Osbourne to the public 
consciousness, will be

Pizza Hut Corporation Proposes New Plan for World Trade Center Site: Pizza Hut

E3W’s guide to “Idol” shows around the world 


This past summer, millions of Americans were won over by 
Fox’s hit series, “American Idol.” What many of these fans 
don’t know is that the show actually originated in Great Britain, 
where it is known as “Pop Idol,” and that different versions of 
the show air in countries and regions all over the world. Here’s 
a look at the “Idol’s” you’re missing. 

Japanese Idol Moves at a much faster pace than the 
American version, as each contestant is required to sing, 
dance, perform a monologue, and earn their masters in 
engineering, all in a span of 55 seconds.
